The  Sun's  Declination  and  Eunntion  of  Time  arc  given  for  Noon 
at  Halifax,  Apparent  Time, /.«.  when  the  True  Sun  is  on  the  meridian. 

The  Moon's  Southin;^  is  given  in  Astronomical  Time  for  the 
Meridian  Passage  at  Halifax ;  and  her  declination  when  on  thai 
mcridinn. 

Both  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Moon  are  given  for  every  day  in 
the  year. 

THE  TIDES. 

The  Tides  in  the  Calendar  given  for  the  Porta  mentioned,  are  the 
tides  that  occur  during  the  day.  In  the  Tide  Table  (page  5.3)  will  be 
found  constants  for  finding  the  time  of  High  Water  at  each  of  the 
places  mentioned  in  the  Table. 

The  Times  of  High  Water  given  in  the  Calendar  hav  >  been 
corrected  for  the  varying  distance  of  the  Moon  from  the  Earth,  and 
also  for -her  angular  diHtance  from  the  Sun.  They  can  now  be 
depended  on  as  accurate  to  at  least  the  same  degree  as  the  Admiralty 
Tide  Tables., i,.^,iv 

It  will  sometimes  he  found  that  when  a  constant  is  added  to  the  time 
of  High  Water  at  Halifax,  the  sum  exceeds  ]?  hours;  in  this  case 
subtract  12  hours  from  the  sum,  and  the  remainder  will  bo  the  tinfe 
of  High  Water  at  the  required  port  on  the  following  afternoon  or 
morning,  according  as  the  Tide  at  Halifax  was  a  morning  or  afternoon 
Tide.

A  fact  kiiown  to  every  farmer  is  that  no  two  seasons 
are  the  exact  counterparts  of  each  other,  and  the  farmer  or  gardener  or  fruit- 
grower will  bo  most  Huccesaful  whose  crops  are  selected,  and  operations  carried 
on,  in  view  of  such  variations.  Crops  that  ripen  well  one  season  may  not  do 
as  well  on  the  same  farm  the  next,  and  hence  a  judicious  choice  should  be  made.

Some  crops  thrive  best  in  a  moist,  cool  season,  others  in  one  with  prolonged  hot 
weather,  some  do  best  when  they  have  an  early  start  In  the  spring  sepson,  whilst 
others'require  a^long,  genial  autumn  to  form  their  fullest  yield.  Thus,  of  our  more 
important  crops,  Indian  Corn,  Potatoes,  Tomatoes,  Squashes,  and  others  of 
Southern  origin,  do  best  in  a  hot  season,  while  oats,  grass,  turnips,  cabbages 
and  such-like  northern  crops,  make  most  growth  in  comparatively  cool  weather. 
The  preparation  of  the  ground,  and  sowing,  should  always  be  performed  with  due 
regard  to  the  teniperature  of  the  former.  At  this  season  young  cattle  should 
receive  special  attention,  being  groomed,  as  well  as  fed  and  watered,  regularly, 
and  thus  prepared  for  passing  through  the  winter  in  robust  healthy  condition, 
Neglect  at  this  season  will  show  itself  all  through  the  winter.

Fkbruary  is  the  most  trying  month  for  cattle.  We  would  repeat  the  advice 
given  for  their  care  in  Januai y  ;  we  caimot,  in  fact,  too  strongly  impress  the 
necessity  of  care  in  their  feeding,  watering,  and  general  treatirent,  at  this  season 
of  the  year.  Barns  may  be  faulty,  and  the  cold  severely  felt,  and  yet  this  is  one 
of  the  IcHst  evils  in  Nova  Scotia,  for  horned  cattle  require  plenty  of  fresh  air, 
and  winter  and  spring  rates  of  mortality  in  cows  in  the  country  barns  is  very  low 
compared  totluit  of  the  apparently  comfortable,  substantiftl,  wind-tight  stables  of 
the  City  of  Halifax.  The  root  cellar  may  be  troublesome  to  get  at,  and  the 
animals  may  thus  miss  an  occasional  meal  ;  the  wells  may  be  frozen,  and  the  way 
to  watering  places  may  be  so  slippery  that  the  cattle  cannot  reach  them  without 
discomfort  or  iiositive  accident.  In  order  to  overcome  these  and  many  other 
difficulties  that  appear  in  P'ebruary,  it  is  a  good  rule  to  give  extra  time  and 
attention  to  the  stock.  In  feeding  gr.iin  and  meal  always  mix  them  into  cut  hay, 
moistened.    In  districts  where  an  Argricultural  Society  does  not  already  exist  this

March.— The  Nova  Scotia  climate  is  singularly  well  adapted  for  the  growth  of 
Garden  Vegetables  and  Root  Crops, — yet  one  of  the  most  lamentable  wants  on  our 
Nova  .Scotia  farn.s  is  the  kitchen  garden.  Instead  of  finding  on  every  farm  a  well 
furnished  kitchen  garden,  filled  with  vegetables  and  small  fruits,  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  family  wants  during  the  year,  such  an  inexpetisive  luxury  is  the 
exception  rather  than  the  rule.  There  is  no  reason  why  every  farmer's  family 
should  not  be  provided  to  a  large  extent  with  supplies  from  the  garden,  such  a.s  early 
salads  in  spring  time,  ihubarb  for  pies,  early  green  peas,  early  ♦niriips,  lettuce, 
radishes,  eucunihers,  early  civulifiower.s  and  calibages,  early  beans,  gooseberries, 
currants,  strawberries,  ra8pberrieH,(not  the  watery,  wild  kinds  that  grow  about 
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PlaiitH  for  the  Million  at  N.  S.  Nursery,  LoRkiiiaii  St.,  Halifax.

April.— Ploughing,  planting  and  seeding,  should  be  pushed  on  with  as  much 
expedition  and  vigor  as  the  weather  will  allow  :  the  farmer  should  be  ready  to 
anticipate  the  advantages  arising  fro^ii  early  work.  Early  in  the  month,  if  the 
fields  are  not  fit  for  ploughing  or  sowing,  preliminary  operations  may  be  perfonned. 
Manure  under  cover  luay  be  carted  out  on  the  frozen  soil.  In  fields  seeded  down 
with  timothy  last  fall,  it  will  now  be  time  to  sow  clover,— a  mixture  of  red  and 
alsyke  is  the  best  for  hay.  Where  early  potatoes  are  required,  tho  seed  should  be 
kept  in  a  warm  place  so  as  to  start  the  eyes,  and,  whenever  the  ground  is  dry 
enough,  they  may  be  planted.  This  advice  if  not  heeded  will  lead  to  potatoes 
coming  up  scantily,  many  rotting  in  the  ground.  If  farmers,  iiistead  of  planting 
inert  seed  potatoes,  taken  out  of  a  cold  cellar,  would  first  allow  the  eyes  to  start 
there  would  be  fewer  complaints  of  the  seed   perishing  in  the  soil.

Corn  for  ensilage  should  now 
be  sc"  '\.  But,  while  spring  ojierations  have  to  be  continued  and  finished  this 
niontii,  there  are  others  appertaining  more  espf  daily  to  the  summer  that  have  to  be 
attended  to.  Garden  crops  will  require  hoeing  and  weeding  ;  potatoes  also,  when 
.sufficiently  advanced.  It  should  not  lie  forgotten  that  we  have  not  only  to  sow  and 
cultivate,  butalso  to  protect  ourcrops,  if  we  would  gather  in  a  profitable  harvest.  I{(

some  spruce  or  other  brush  over  them  on  cold  nights.  A  method  much  used  'm 
France,  and  which  may  easily  be  adopted  in  this  country,  is  to  burn  brush  t'l 
windward  so  as  to  cover  the  field  with  a  cloud  of  smoke.  Attention  ha«  often  been 
called  1,0  such  simple  and  costless  devices,  and  yet,  yuar  after  year,  we  hear  of  the 
loss  of  early  crops  ;  it  is  said  "by  frost,"  we  should  say  "  by  neglect."  During 
the  past  year  tiie  Colorado  Beetle  and  Potato  Bug  appeared  in'great  strength  over 
a  large  extent  of  the  Province,  and  may  be  expected  to  i)rove  a  formidable  foe  to 
the  potato  crop  during  the  season  of  1891.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  for 
every  farmer  to  be  vigilant  in  checking  this  pest  from  its  very  first  appearance. 
It  is  not  too  early  to  look  for  the  first  brood  in  June.  The  har<l  shells  are  the 
parents  that  lay  the  eggs  on  the  potato  leaf,  and  should  be  collected  and  destroyed, 
before  they  have  opportunity  to  do  so.    The  young  may  be  got  rid  of  by  dusting

It  will  cost  from  one  to  two  dollars  for  a  man  to  go 

twice  over  an  acre  of  potatoes,  knocking  the  bugs  into  a  tin  pan,  and  then  killing 

wholesale  ;this  is  better  than  poisoning  the  fie  d,  and  risking  the  accidents  that 

may  arise.     As  soon  as  the  currant  and  jrooseberry  hushes  have  pushed  out  their 

first  leaves  and  early   hlossou's,  it  will  be   found  advantageous  to  give  them  k 

sprinklinsf  of  white  hellebore  powder  in  the  morning  before  the  dew  is  ulT.     This  : 

will  destroy  the  first  crop  of  currant  worms,  and  thus  preserve  the  bushes  and 

the  fruit  crop  for  tl)o  season.     The  objection  to  the  use  of  white  hellebore  on 

currant  bushes  (if  used  early  enough  in  the  season)  is  by  no  means  so  strong  as  to 

the  employment  of   arsemcal  poisons,   as   the   white'  hellebore  being  organic^ 

decays,  and  is  thus  speedily  rendered  innocuous,  by  e.\posure  to  rain  and  air.  |

Summor  bedding  plants  are  set  out  in  the  flower  garden  as  early  this  uionth  as 
the  weather  will  allow ;  verbenas  may  be  put  out  very  early,  and  they  thrive 
rather  better  in  the  moist  cool  weather  of  early  June  than  later,  when  the  soil  is 
apt  to  be  baked  by  the  sun.  Stocics  are  also  very  hardy.  Balsams,  Phlo.xes, 
Petunias,  Geraniums,  Heliotropes,  and  other  tender  things  need  not  be  put  out 
so  early.

ino\ilding.  The  objects  of  these  operations  are  to  destroy  weeds,  to  keep  the 
soil  open,  and  thus  to  promote  the  decomposition  of  the  manure,  enable  the  soil 
to  obtain  moisture,  allow  free  access  of  uir,  brinj;  the  soil  well  over  and  around  the 
roots  and  stems,  and,  by  these  several  means,  to  ensure  vigorous  growth.  We  are 
apt  to  have  a  good  many  raii^y  days  in  July,  and,  as  most  of  the  hoeing  work  has 
to  be  compressed  between  planting  time  and  haying  time,  haying  has  occasionally 
to  be  begun  before  potato  hoeing  is  completed  ;  this  occurs  on  many  of  the  bent 
regii'ated  farms.  In  ordinary  seasons  it  is  sure  to  occur  on  a  farm  where  fore- 
sight is  not  »hown,  hence  the  mii-erable  root  crops  we  so  often  see.  Let  our 
far^ning  readers  then  be  careful  to  forecast  the  weather  probabilities  in  Hght  of 
the  July  work  to  be  done  on  the  growing  crops,  and  thus  avoid  the  disastrous  losj 
that  comes  from  neglect.  The  sowing  of  turnips  is  usually  recommended  for  the 
month  of  June,  but  as  the  ground  has  to  be  remarkably  tine  for  this  crop,  and  as 
curnips  arc  often  put  in  to  fill  up  land  that  was  originally  intended  foi  the  earlier 
sown  roots,  it  frequently  happens  that  turnips  have  to  be  sown  in  July.    Some

even  prefer  to  sow  their  Swedes  early  this  month,  so  as  to  avoid  the  "  fly,"  and 
the  soft  turnips  for  immediate  feeding  need  not  necessarily  be  sown  till  the  end  of 
July,  although,  if  they  get  warm  genial  weather  to  start  with  they  da  much  better 
earlier,  It  is  a  fftct,  however,  that  late  towing,  while  it  is  apt  to  give  a  small 
yield,  ensures  excellent  quality,  and  freedom  from  iibire,  so  that  turplps  intended 
for  table  use  in  winter,  should  never  be  sown  early.  The  ground  should  have 
undergone  a  thorough  pulverization.  Light  sandy  soil  is  the  beat  for  turnips. 
They  start  better  after  the  ground  is  warm,  but  the  bulbs  swell  most  rapidly 
during  the  cold  dewy  nights  in  Autumn.  The  soil  cannot  be  worked  too  deep  or 
made  too  flne  for  turnips.    Town  manures  are  valuable  for  this  crop  aQd  crushed

More  than  half  a  million  acres  have  to  be  mown 
every  season.  CHir  haying  season  usually  begins  in  the  extreme  western  part  of 
the  Province,  early  in  Ju1.\,  bi.t  later  in  the  eastern  counties,  and  espiecially 
A'here  the  land  is  heavy.  In  Yarnouth,  Digby  and  Annapolis  Counties  it  may  be 
llnished  by  the  end  of  July  ;  but  in  mo.st  other  counties  it  is  carried  over  into  the 
month  of  August.

upon  which  our  cattle  were  fed  too  exclusively  in  former  years,  but  ensilaire  is 
still  used  to  only  a  very  small  extent.  Later  in  the  month,  potatoes,  of  the 
earl  t'r  kinds,  and  earlier  planted,  will  be  ready  to  be  taken  up,  but,  while  the 
weather  remains  warm,  they  ahould  be  well  dried  and  aired  before  being  put  into 
the  cellar,  and  only  in  small  quantities  at  a  time.

In  fact,  it  is  already  time,  by  the  begirning  of 
September,  to  sow  Winter  R3  e,  which  is  a  favorite  crop  with  some  of  our 
faruiers.

of  male  animals  for  the  use  of  members.  If  the  selection  and  purchase  of 
animals  required  for  the  season  be  deferred  till  Spring  time,  large  priceij  have  to 
be  paid,  and  suitable  animals  are  not  always  obtainable.  For  beef  cattle  the 
Short  Horn  Durham,  Polled  Angus,  Galloway,  and  Hereford  are  used.  For  milk 
alone,  Ayrshires  are  to  be  preferred,  Devons  make  the  best  working  oxen,  are 
quick,  active,  and  easily  fed,  and  soon  fatten  in  the  wild  pastures  for  beef.  For 
domestic  cows,  the  creamy  Guernseys  or  Jerseys  are  the  most  suitable.  The 
Jerseys  have  been  great  favorites,  and  their  increase  will  promote  the  manufacture 
of  butter,  but  it  threatens  to  lessen  our  capacity  for  beef  production.  Holsteins 
are  hIso  increasing,  but  less  rapidly,  in  a  few  localities  ;  they  are  large,  healthy 
cattle,  combining  beef  producing  with  milking  qualities, — the  yield  of  milk 
being  often  very  large.      As  soon  as  the  root  crops  are  cleared  off  the  fields.

the  farmer  should  employ  his  whole  btrenjfth  in  fall  ploughing.  Whether  on  old 
or  new  land,  fall  plouiriiintf  in  a  most  important  operation.  Without  it  a  farm 
cannot  be  worked  to  advantage.  After  ploutrhing,  do  not  forget  to  go  carefully 
over  the  watrr  furrow:*  to  make  way  for  the  exit  of  tiie  rain  and  melting  snows 
that  are  sure  to  flood  your  fields  before  seed  time.  A  well  ploughed,  well  draintd 
field  may  be  sown  in  spring  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  t'one,  wliile  one  that  is  irregu- 
larly ploughed,  or  has  no  water  furrows,  may  long  remain  a  puddle,  defying 
every  attempt  to  in-prove  its  condition,  until  the  season  has  so  far  advanced  as  to 
reduce  very  much  the  prospect  of  a  crop.  The  best  part  of  what  is  too  often  left 
to  be  "Spring  work,"  can  be  done  in  the  month  of  November.  Atihe  same  time 
care  should  be  taken  not  to  open  up  gravelly  or  hilly  land  subject  to  be  scoured 
by  the  Fall  and  Spring  rains,  or  melting  snows.  y

IV. — Drum,  with  Cone  above,  the  apex  pointing  upwards,  indicates 
fresh  to  heavy  gale  is  expected,  probably  at  first  from  a  westerly  direc- 
tion. 

The  Cone,  when  hoisted  by  itself,  indicates  that  it  is  expected  that 
the  wind  will  obtain  a  velocity  of  30  miles  an  hour,  but  will  not  exceed 
40  miles;  and  it  is  not 'intended  that  an  ordinary  well  found  vessel 
should  stay  in  port,  but  simply  as  a  warning  to  mariners  that  strong 
winds  are  expected  from  the  quarter  indicated. 

Tlie  Drum  will  always  be  hoisted  when  the  ve'ocity  of  the  wind  is 
expected  to  exceed  40  miles  an  hour. 

The  night  signal,  corresponding  to  Nos.  1  and  3,  is  two  white  lanterns 
hanging  perpendicular. 

The  night,  signal,  corresponding  to  Nos.  2  and  4,  is  two  white  lanterns 
hanging  horizontally. 

Notes. — Mariners  will  be  able  to  obti:ln  further  information  from 
Drum  Agents,  or  by  consulting  the  daily  probabilities.  Mariners  must 
always  bear  in  mind  that  the  storm  signals  are  merely  cautionary,  and 
do  not  necessarily  mean  that  a  storm  will  occur  at  the  place  where  the 
signal  is  displayed,  but  that  one  is  expected  either  there  or  within  euch 
a  distance  that  vessels  leaving  port  would  be  liable  to  be  caught  in  it.

SOMETHING  ABOUT  ALMANACS. 

Th«  first  fllmanack  in  England  was  printed  in   Oxford,  in   1673.
